Washijioton, Not. 4.— The depart, 
ment of Joatice, through Solicitor Gen- 
eral Aldrich, acting attorney ;:eneral, 
has issued tho folldwiiig impoitJint 
statement a.« to tho relatioiiH nt f> ilcriil 
and fitate officers at the election polling 
places: • 

The attention of the department hav- 
ing been called to certain alleged in 
BtmctionR to the police and state officers 
in Alabama, Arkansas and New York 
with reference to the conduct towarui 
>ach deputy United States marshal aa 
may be in attendant* the poUini 
places, Acting' Attomay General AlricI 
ruled as folk>wa: 

"Snch instmctiona bring their anthon 
•nd ail persona attemnting to carry 
them into effect within the pi-ovisions of 
Baotion 5518 and 6582 of the criminal 
•tsfeataioitMUaitvlStataa, DrUohaM 
aafoUowai 

Sbctioh 05I8. If two or more person* in 
any state or terrttoiy conspire to prevent, 
by force, intimidation or threat, any per 
aon from accepting or holding any ofllce, 
trtut or place of confidence nnder the 
Unilad States, or from diseha^ging any 
teti# ttwreof; or to indttoe by like menn!< 
any ofhoer of the United States to leave 
any state, district, or place, where his 
daties as an ofllosr are requiied to be pvr 
formed, or to injure him in his person or 
property on aeooant of his lawful d^^- 
charge of the duties of his office, or while 
engaged in the lawful discharge thafcof, or 
to injure bis property no as to molest, in- 
terrupt, or hinder, or impede him in the 
discharge of his official daties; each of 
such persons shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than 1600 nor more than tO.OOO ot 
by imprisonment witli or without hard la' 
bor, not less than six months nor more 
than six years, or by both such fine anl 
imprisonment. 

Section 5523. Every person, whether with 
or without any authority, power or process 
or pretended authority, power or (jro< ess. 
of any state, territory or municipality who 
ob^tructH. hinders, assaults, or by bribery 
soliiitatioii, or otherwise. Interferes with 
or prevents the supiTvisors of election, or 
either of them, or t he marshal or his geii 
eriil or spvrial (ieput ies. or eitlier of theiu. 
in the iici iiM niiiin e nf Hiiy duty requlreii 
of them, I. f eitlier (if thetii. or which he or 
they, or ciiiier of them, may tui aitthorized 
to |n-rform liy any hiw of the United 
States, ill the excintion of process or other- 
wise, or who hy any of tlie means before 
mentioned hinders or ix rvertrt the free at- 
tendance and pn-seui'c at such places of 
refiistnUioii, or at sueli polls of election, or 
full iuid free access and egress to and 
from any such place of registration, or poll 
of election, or in goiiiK to and from 
any such place of rei?istrati<jn, or poll of 
election, or to ami front any loom, 
where any such rt-Kistration or election, o,- 
canvass of votes, or of makiiiK any returns 
or cerliticati> thereof, may he had, or wlio 
molests, interferes with, reniove>, oreje.-t-t 
from any such jvlace of ii'v;istr.ition or poll 
of election, or of canv issinK votes cast 
thereat, or nuticinK returns or cerliliciti s 
thereof, any supervisor of election, tlin 
marslial, or liis general or speci.il deputies, 
or either of them, or wlio threatens, or 
attempts, or oilers so to do, or refii.ses or 
neglects to aid and as.sist any 
supervisor of election, or the mar-hal or 
his general or special depntie?*, or eii her 
them, in the performance of his or their 
duties, when reiiuin-d by liiin or them, or 
either of thcui, to give sucli aid and assist- 
ance shall be liable to instant arrest with- 
out process, and shall he puiiislied hy ini- 
prlsonnient not more than two years, or hy 
a fine of not more than *«,(KI0, or by both 
such fine and intprisonmuut, and akall pay 
the coat of the prosecution. 

"In view of these provisions it is not 
thought that any person or combination 
of persons will beek in any way to inter- 
fere with the marshals in the disi h.n^^e 
of their duties. Any such Interlerenco 
will be rigorooaly prosecuted. The 
marshals tatA thtlr deputies are at such 
polling plaoea as peace officers tind not 
partisans, and their instructions allow 
no discrimination for or against any 
party. An honest ballot and a fair 
count is what the law was designeil to 

Bvidt, ftS'l constitutionality has 
■ so etteiigly upheld and the para- 
moimt power of tho t'edcriil government 
so clearly asserted by the supreme 
court, that it would be idle to discuss 
that question. Tha idea that the United 
States is not as, much the object of 
the peoples love and patriotism as any 
state is utterly mischievous, although 
implied is the oiroulars referred to. A 
peace dttcer of the United States who 
steks to prevent Illegal voting no more 
invades tho rights of American nn/ 
than does the peace officer of a state. 

impression that the federal govern- 
meat is a foreign power should be ol> 
litarated. 

"The atatement that Section 202 : is 
tka only aeotion authorieing the appoint- 
■ant ol deputy marahals, and, there- 
ian, tltat such appointments can be 
mad* only in cities 01 ao,000 inhabitants 
or npwud, ia not the view of the l.i 
entertained by (ha attorney general or 
myaelf , nor baa raoh a view been held 
or sznreaaed by any attorney general 
iliiia tlM aaeotmaDt of the law. So far 
M I (Hmdiaoover the iaatructions ^iven 
by Attorney General Taft in hiscinmls 
1^ of 8rat, 4, l««vb»Te,fcf*n 
Qonal/aoiSiMoadiS.'

depntlaa by Section SOfS, or other like sMt- 
utes, belong to all duly appointed depu- 
ties, whetiMti ttahlM fmeral, or be

the precedlnCiiflB. Peiibtles to dis- 
oharge this ImPMHp M dsttes may be 
appointed to ai)^*Wiaiber whalavor, ac- 
cording to the discretion of the marshal in 
all stataa in which sheriAs have a similar 
powwp. 

"Tha qneetion wbetker tho deputy 
marshals nave the right to bo within 
tho glwrd rail of the polling plaiMS is 
answered in tho attorney general's dr- 
cnlar of Oct. 81, 1892, in tbo aiBrmatiTe, 
As will be observed. SectiOB 868. revised 
statutes, preseribes a i)enalty of impris- 
onment and fine against any person who, 
with or without the antMnler.Of. vay 
state or municipality, InterfbrM with 01 
prevents the marshal or bi# gonoral 01 
special deputioa fton tho porformanco 
cif any duty, or hindara or prorenta their 
'full and free acoeaa and egreai to and 
from anv such place of registration or 
poll of election. . . . or to or from 
any room where any each registration 
or election or can ass of Toteo . . . 
may be had.' ' 

"The statutes are so dear and explicit 
that I reslly cas not -mt any room for 
diaouaaion. I do not baUevo that any 
attempt will be made to violate this law 
or carry ont the dangperous pohcy an- 
nounced in the dispatches referred to. 
If such action is attempted of oonnv 
tnmble will come, us the same law pre- 
■orihes penalties against any deputy wh(3 
falls to perform his duty. 

"Such a result all good citizens, Irre- 
spective of party, would deplore, and the 
consequence would fall upon those whos» 
rash ooorse led to aooh nnvsrrasted re 
eistance to the power of tiie federal gov- 
ernment, a power which the anpreme 
court of the United States has declared 
paramount when a member ot congres.^ 
or presidential elector is to be voted for 
to any state law or territory apon this 
subject. 

■■I will add that this is not a partis.'iii 
question and they are not good dtitens 
m my opinion who seek to Vurffo it one. 
No i«rtf can justly hope to deeonre or 
win success by denanoe or violations ot 
the law of the land. However that may 
be our doty is plain. The laws must be 
enforced. The marshals are warned 
under the |ianslties of the law against 
any interferenoe with the rights or ciii- 
zeii.'^ and at the same time they will 
guard and protect such rights at what- 
ever cost."

The Faithf tl Turn Out in Full Force 
to Hear Their Meaiaee for 
V OMgroM. 



Hon. John P. McCartney, Republican 
nominee for Oongrsss, was aooorded an 

enthOSiastir reception by the ^laysville 
members of the G. O. P. last night. The 
court house was packed, and Mr. McCart- 
ney has reasons to feel proud of the warm 
welcome extended him. The colored 
brethren were out in force, and some of 
them became so hilarious and so bois- 
terous that a white Bepnblioan finally 
got up and left, and was heard t5 remark : 
"This is too much for me." 

The BepubUoans were well pleased 
with Mr. McCartney's speech, but his de- 
nunciation of Democrats and everything 
Democratic was not calculated to make 
any converts. The speaker touc!)e<l on 
most every question imaginable, using 
the " stock " arguments put forth by his 
party for years. His tariff talk was 
weak. One minute he would tell his 
hearers " the tariff is not a tax," and in 
the next breath he would show very 
plainly that the tariff is a tax. For want 
of something; good to say in favor of the 
Republicans' pet measure, the Force 
bill, be made light of it. He next 
threw out a bit of tairy for the veteran.s, 
and then, unintuutiunally of course, gave 
"Andy" Cochran a '<8iMk-d61ager" right 
square in the neck ; he said he was not 
"begging votes," and they do say Andy 
has been "begging" Democrats to vole 
for him ever since his nomination. 

He thought it was awful that a district 
so important as this iiad no public build- 
ing, and of course the Democrats were to 
blame for it. He seemed to forget ti> at 
the Republicans had three inen in Con- 
gress in succession from this district— 
Culberteon, Wadsworth and Thomas— 
and none of them ever got anything for 
the district. 

One can judge of the speaker's remarks 
on the tariff by bis talk oo eggs referred 
to elsewhere.

McCartney in a'short speech in which 
ho argued that the ofKce he seeks is "non- 
political" in its character. He paid Judge 
Harbeson a high compliuKMit, nnid he 
himself had an ambition to be a Judge, 
and promised to devote his best energies 
to the oflke, if electefl.

All Donbts Settled— He Will Vote for 
CKroTtr Oleveland N«st 
Tuesday. 



Jud^re (ircfhaiti lins pcttlod all doubts 
fts to liow he will vote next Tuesday. 

He has written a letter to Hon. Blu- 
ford Wilson, of Illinois, in which be j>ats 
that question at rest. 

This letter was priven out l>y the Nat- 
ional Democratie Executive Committee 
this week, and it is ft telling campaign 
document. 

After saying be intended voting for 
Cleveland next Tneaday, he adds: "I 
vc'tcd tlic Kci)nt)lifiin ticket at every 
rreeideatial election since the party was 
organised, except in 1865, when I was 
not able to po f o the polls. 

" Repuhlicans were pledged to a redac> 
tion of the war tariff long before 1888, 
end during the campaign of that year the 
pledge was renewed with emphasis again 
and again. Insteail ol' kc'ci)iii^; tliat iinnn- 
ise the McKinley bill was passed impos- 
ing still higher dntiee. It was passed in 
the interest of the favored rlassec, and 
not for the benefit of the whole people. 
It neither enhanced the price of farm 
producta nor benefited labor. AVaires are 
and ever w ill be rej.'ulated by 8uj)ply and 
demand. Duties were imposed upon 
some articles so high as to destroy compe- 
tition and fofltor trusts and monopolies. 
I think you w ill a;;rce willi iiie tliat tluH 
WIS an abandonment of the doctrine of 
moderate incidental protection. The 
tariff is nowtlie mot^t important <iuestion 
before the people, and whatever others 
may do I shall exercise the ri^t or in- 
dividual judL'Mient and vote according 
to my convictions.

The testimony closed with the exam- 
ination of Private Jacobs, who was 
questioned on minor points. Mr. Bu- 
chanan then . asked the court to dis- 
charKc the jury as to Dr. (iriniiii. A 
discun.-ion arose over the matter. Judge 
Porter said: "Where an enlisted man 
or officer acts under ins-tructions of su- 
perior olEceri) he is prot<'cted, utdess he 
uses malice. Tlie evidence does not in- 
dicate that there was any malice on the 
part of Dr. (ii iiiiiii. !-() far as he is con- 
cerned, it apiit-'iir.-i th;it it is a question 
to be determmed whether he acted un 
der the instmotions of his suneiriors or 
not." 

Senator Robbins, counsel for Colonel 
A. L. Hawkins, then requested the court 
to so instruct the .iury on behalf of his 
client, claiming that Colonel Hawkins 
was in no manner subject to the charge 
of assault and battery, beyond that he 
had reportcil the fact of the punishment 
of Private lams to his (Hawkins) supe- 
rior olhcer. Mr. Duchwian then sub- 
mitted tite point.s on behalf of Dr. 
Orimm, claiming his exemption from 
guilt, on account of his having acted 
only upon orders received from nis su- 
periors in rank. 

After H brii f consultation among the 
counsel for the defen.so, Mr. bradt-n 
offered the general i)oint8, covering the 
whole case and all of the defemliu 
Mr. BrAden claimed that no evidence 
had been otlered, that the ofliccrs of the 
national guard were actuati d by malice, 
ill-will or revenge, and that the punish- 
ment was iuHicted ut>on Private W. L. 
lams for no other purpose than that of 
maintaining good order and military 
discipline in their command, then on 
duty. 

Cbansel for both sides then held a 
brief consultation as to the arguments. 
Counsel for the defense offered to sut>init 
the case without argument, but Judge 
Porter said the prosecution was not 
bound to agree to that. Attorney lams 
said the counsel for the commonwenlth 
inreferred to axldress the iury. The 
oourt then allotted each side an hour 
and a half. Mr. Braddook then spoke to 
Vm Jtir](..from 4 to nearly &.o'olock, 
whsncoo rt adjourned.
